Third, to provide the very best equioment throughout every deparfmertt- to the end that 
every boy will have all those things necessary to his health and happiness and that none tkaH 
«wmt for anything that will help him to make progress. 

Fourth, to provide a program for each day that will best serve the interestt of every student.

One of'ffw chief why Wsntworth k« bew aol* to odHVVf 
Its lofty purpose ties In fha fact that the Academy has been under one 

continuous adminiitrafon since founding, Forneerly thfee-score yean 
Colonel Sandford Sellers was president of Wentworth, He enjoyed one 
of fhe moit wivtBbio-roctiriii In tlM»1wrtory of /mortMn iducctibn. 

The Acedemy was founded by Sieplien G. WentwoHh, scion of e 
distinguished English family and a prominent Lexingtor banker, in ! 880 
at a memoriel to his deceased ion, William Wentworth. Mr. Wentworff 
<:inmediately vested control of fhe institution in the hands of a board of 
trustees composed oi a duly elected repfmefifative of each of the 
Evangelica! ctiurches of Lexington, and a president, Colonel Sellers A-a-: 
called to the new school in its first year and remained as its active heao 
until 1938. Mr. Wentworth served as president of the Board from 1680 
untii hii deeth In 1897. 

It was rhe firm conviction of the founder, Ms board of trustees and 
^ sident Sellers that a military boarding school provides the most effec 
tive possible means for giving young men the thorough mental, moral 
end physical training necessary to develop m them the highest traifi of 
manhood.

Throughout over half a century the Wentworth pu'- 
pose hfts remained unchanged. The ideals which led 
to the Academy's founding and whic" fits^e c-imed 
it steadily forward, shine just as brighlly today as 
ever: the dasSra fo gtv* each youth every oppOt> 
tunfty develop folly his! own individual personality: 
the aim that every cadet shall acguire o deen sen$e of 
duty and responsSritity, both to himself and toward 
othets; that he shall have the mental and moral power 
to make occurafo judgments between right and 
wrong and tiw jj^tyslcal power fo stand by ins coq- 

victioni. 

These high Standards have dominated Wentworth 
for generatioot. Butfo maintain th«m and assure their 
full and co-tnjcj'i aoplication, it has bean found 
necessary to limit the enrollment. Wentworth today 
is a relatively small school — many times larger than 
in IMO. fo W iiti«,.yet sffial anough iitat every indi- 
vidual student Is given the private attailKiim eo Mian* 
♦iai to his all-'round dovelopment. 

The surrounding country affords a wealth of h&k 
torieaRy important Civil War sites and the town of 
Lexingfon Itself retains much of the tradrtion of tha 
old south.

In recognition df the supiribr miUfary work done at Want- 
worth, in 1889 the Aeadatny became a post of tiw Missouri 
National Guard. GradiMtes of the Academy who resided in M^. 
SOtiri, became eligible for commiuions in this organtjatkin. 

Wentworth has been under the direct supervisien of the War 
Dapartmant of the United States 6ovemmeflt since 1695. wKen 
the first active army officer was detailed to the Academy. Now 
3 officefs, 4 non-commissioned officers and orte civilian assistant 
are in charge of military initruction. In addition, the War Depart- 
ment furnishes around $50,000 worth of equipment to be used 
for instruction purposes. WentTAcrth is one of the original Honor 
$ch<oo{9 of the United States, the highest rating given by the War 
tJapartmant.
